Statistics on the number of University students who are 
here with the definite purpose of fitting themselves for some 
particular work would be interesting, and if they were at 
hand we believe they would show only a small percentage of 
the student body so disposed. 

At that we see no big reason why the bulk of University 
students should have their minds made up at first just what 
fields of endeavour they most desire to enter. And, in fact, we 
know that many of those who come here set along a certain 
line change their minds, as they are influenced by the courses 
studied. But the main thing is that every student should have 
some definite aim or aims in his university career or else his 
work will lack that spirit which is necessary for him to put 
forth the extra effort and really get all he should from his work. 

Then, too, if a student pursues a definite course while in 
the university he will in most likelihood have a job waiting for 
him when he finishes. The world needs specially trained men. 
True, the cultured man is desired and needed in every field, but 
more than culture alone specialists are wanted. No longer Is 
a man an engineer, business man, lawyer or teacher. He is an 
hydraulics expert, an accountant, a contract expert, or bacter- 
iologist. 

Whether the student trains himself for the vocation for 
which he is most fitted is another matter. But he should train 
for some vocation. He then has at least a stepping stone from 
which to climb to higher heights sublime, or from which to 
branch off into further specialized fields. He at least fits him- 
.self for useful work in some field which is of profit for vacation 
work while the student is yet in college. 

The student who has taken his university work seriously, 
who has put forth his best effort in his .courses, who has taken 
training fitting him for useful endeavour, will never be long 
bothered with the question of what to do after leaving college. 
His field will be opened up to him. His opening will be ready 
and waiting. — Daily Texan.

He made 
hit money small and of large denom- 
inations. It Is too bad they did away 
with his government. 

Nothing hat been officially an- 
nounced about our departure from 
tbeee regions, but I bope to spend at 
least the last part of next summer 
in Canada. At present our only joy 
in life ia mail from home. Remem- 
ber me to all my friends and tell them 
to please keep on writing.

Prof. B. Pares, of London University, 
who has just left for the East. In a 
paper read at the Educational Confer- 
ence of the Russo-British Fraternity, 
Chester Square, claimed that the in- 
stitution of a special service of the 
Foreign Office for Russia, which could 
be made with modifications to apply 
to other parts of the Slavonic world, 
could only be described as a pressing 
national need or the first importance. 
The effects of the absence of such a 
service, he said, had already amounted 
to a catastrophe. 

Continuing, Professor Pares said, 
the subject had been submitted to the 
British Government and Mr. Balfour 
had favoured the steps proposed. The 
war, which began out of a Slavonic 
question in Serbia, had put in the first 
place the relations between Great 
Britain on the one side and Russia 
and the Slavonic world on tbe other. 
The Germans had succeeded in estab- 
lishing for the time being a position 
which threatened not only British 
interests in the East and even the dur- 
ability of the alliance with Japan, who 
he said, if compelled to Imitate the 
German intervention in Russia, could 
not be expected to take Account of 
interests wbicb were not protected 
by their possessors, 

The establishment in Russia of an 
order of state conforming to the 
wishes of the majority of tbe popula- 
to tbe sea and her commercial inde- 
pendence would, Professor Pares said, 
also be decided by the part which 
Great Britain was to play there. It 
was precisely In the area of Russia 
and of the Slavonic world that the 
lack of anything like tbe necessarv 
volume of knowledge had been fol- 
lowed by failure to avert conspicuous 
disaster in Serbia, Bulgaria. Rumania, 
Poland and now in Russia. 

The creation of a British Institute 
at Moscow, Professor Pares main- 
tained, would be the fitting develop- 
ment of the foundation of university 
schools of Russian study in England. 
The necessary foundation for the 
training of a special service existed 
already or was in process of creation 
in the schools in Oreat Britain. There 
were already Rulsian classes at Eton. 
Harrow, Sherborne and elsewhere. 
The proposed training would In par- 
ticular "produce a corps of travelling 
agents of the Consular Service such 
as Germany had long possessed in 
Russia. 

The situation in Russia, he main- 
tained, was only to be saved by the 
energetic contact work in that country. 

A resolution was passed expressing 
the opinion that the German language 
should not be taught in the proposed 
British Institute.
